Fairport Liftbridge Regatta Results 

RARA provided event communications for the Fairport Liftoridge 
Regatta on Saturday September 24. The organizer for this event 
is the Fairport Crew Club and the regatta featured 28 separate 
race events. The Fairport Crew Club provides opportunities for 
youth grades 6-12 to learn to row and be part of a competitive 
rowing team. FCC also offers Summer Youth and Adult rowing 
opportunities. 


The Liftbridge Regatta is held on the canal in Perinton and the 
course map is shown to the right. Rowers enter the canal at the 
FCC boathouse located near the Rt. 31F bridge. The boats then 
row to the start line near the 490 canal crossing in Busnell’s Ba- 
sin. From the start line, the race course follows the canal north to 
the finish line located at the Rt. 31F bridge. Hams are located at 
the start and finish lines, on the water in a boat, and at the safety 
monitor posts along the course. The race command post (Net 
Control) was located at the picnic pavilion of Perinton Park. Race 
conditions are reported, and logged by net control using a di- 
rected net. Other communications jobs include shadowing race 
officials, advising recreational boats to stay to one side of the 
course, and monitoring the position of the Colonial Belle excur- 
sion boat.

Any item containing potentially hazardous materials such as mercury (older rec- 
tifier tubes), PCBs (older capacitors), beryllium (high power tubes) or lead 
(solder, lead-acid batteries) must not contaminate the facility. Potential hazmat 
items must be packaged in a clear zip-lock bag or in a plastic bucket, tote or 
similar container.

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RARA AUCTION FINDS 


Tim Guyot, KB1POP 


I’ve told myself I’d write this for a while. With the November RARA Auction com- 

ing around again, | decided it was finally time. There are two points | want to 

focus on: 

1) The RARA Auction is a great opportunity to get your hands on some well- 
priced equipment 

2) In older gear, capacitor replacement is inexpensive, often simple, and de- 
monstrably worth the small cost and effort. 


Part one, the auction find! 

| picked up this EICO 324 frequency generator (150kHz to 435MHz) for $3. Yes, 
you read it right: $3. | knew this wasn’t an HP 86xxx generator with .00000x pre- 
cision, but for someone without any frequency source, and an interest in being 
able to perform basic repairs, it seemed like a good start. At the top end of its 
range, the output is quite low, but mid-range, it has enough output and stability 
to check the dial tracking on an AM radio or align IF stages. The dial can be a bit 
imprecise but my scope has a frequency counter so | can see when I’m on point. 
Suitable rudimentary counters with digital displays can also be had for under 
$10. (Many modern HTs have this functionality as well) 


Part two, capacitors! 

| knew that it was right to replace the wax capacitors for performance and the 
EMI filter capacitors for safety. While | was at it, | wanted to replace the seleni- 
um rectifier as well. Had | sourced the parts individually, | could have done it for 
less, but | found a kit with everything including all the power supply components 
already mounted to a set of lugs ready to bolt in for $30. 


Replacement of the 9 capacitors was of course very straightforward. | burned a 
lot of time trying to find the outer foil of the new capacitors. (See this video 
where Mr. Carlson explains capacitor foil: https:/)www.youtube.com/watch? 
v=BnR_DLd1PDI) | must be incompetent...because | couldn’t find a difference 
using this method, so | just moved on and installed—it is all in a metal box after 
all. 


Well, the proof is in the pudding...or the scope display. See the following images 
where | show the different before and after outputs. Yes, even after, it’s not a 
perfect sine wave, but | suspect for the types of repairs I’m doing now, it will be 
more than sufficient. (My 1959 HP scope actually sees a tidy sine wave.)

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LEARN ABOUT HAM RADIO (AND MORE) 
AT THE LIBRARY

Where do you go when you want to learn about something new in ham radio? 
There are of course the RARA education offerings, and there is the Internet. But 
there are also books. The ARRL has a whole section of its store reserved for the 
books they publish, and they gladly take your credit card information and ship 
you one or two or ten books, but that gets expensive quickly. 


Another source for ham radio related books is the library. When you go to the 
Monroe County Public Library system at https://libraryweb.org you can do a 
search in their catalog about e.g., “ham radio” and find a lot of resources. | just 
did a quick search and it returned 40 items in the library's catalog and three 
magazine articles. It also lists at which library branch these items (these are not 
just books) would be available (17 at the central library in Rochester, 8 in Gates, 
6 in Brighton, Chili, Greece, Henrietta, and Webster and so on. It lists the format 
of these items: 34 are books, 3 DVDs, one audio book.

There are several copies of “Ham Radio for Dummies” in different editions, dif- 
ferent editions of the ARRL license manuals for different licensing levels and 
other books to introduce you to ham radio. If you ever wanted to read L. B. Ce- 
bik’s “Setting up and using your own ham shack”, that book is available today 
(as of this writing at least it’s not checked out) at the central library in Rochester 
at shelf location 621.3841 C387s (OK, | have to admit, this may not be the most 
up to date way of setting up your hamshack). They have older edition of the 
ARRL handbook and the ARRL antenna book. 


Their search algorithm is not perfect, and it turned up a number of books that 
are clearly not related to ham radio (e.g., Hamsters for Dummies). 


You can of course search for other terms and learn about electronics or anten- 
nas (L. A. Moxon’s HF Antennas for all Locations is also available today in 
Rochester). 


If you want to get a license manual to study for your first license or an upgrade, 
keep in mind that it helps to have the current edition of the manual, older edi- 
tions do not cover the current question pool. 


Once you’ve exhausted the local library, you can branch out a bit and sign up for 
an account with the New York Public Library (NYPL). As a New York resident, 
you are eligible for an account with them. And the next time you are in New 
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York, you can pick up your library card. But even before that, you can use their 
extensive catalog of eBooks that you can read on your Kindle, in the browser on 
your computer or on your phone or tablet. You will find Ham Radio for Dummies 
as eBook, but they also have a very interesting selection of books about elec- 
tronics, Raspberry Pi computers or Arduino projects. 


Another interesting aspect of a NYPL membership is that they provide access to 
PressReader, which is a service that allows you to read magazines online. Here, 
the selection for ham radio is a bit sparse: The only relevant magazine | found 
was Practical Wireless, but you might be interested in other topics. 


The next time you are looking for information about something, also think about 
the library and not just the usual search engine suspects.

Amateur radio volunteers begin their bridge-shifts after nightfall and stay alert 
until around 11 PM, checking-in to a repeater "net control" every half-hour and 
are empowered to report any abnormal activity immediately to 911. 


Still, it isn't always easy to remain alert through this entire period. That's where 
the rest of us can help! 


Introducing: the 3rd running of the Pumpkin Patrol QSO Party (PPQP); a 1-hour 
on-the-air activity designed for fun with the purpose of helping these volunteers 
stay as alert as possible. We can even participate from the comfort of our own 
homes! 


On both Sunday, October 30 and Monday, October 31 from 9PM until 10PM, 
activate on 146.52, .55 and/or 146.58 SIMPLEX (not a repeater) and make con- 
tact with as many "Bridgies" as you can. Home stations supply their callsign and 
Grid4 and ask for the "Bridgies" Callsign, county and bridge number. Example: 


Home Station: CQ PPQP, this is W2EV. 

Bridgie: W2EV, this is W2SUZ. I'm on Monroe #6. 

Home Station: Roger, W2SUZ this is W2EV. I'm in FNO3. 
It's just that easy! 


SIMPLEX results from previous years were astounding. Here are three home- 
stations and who they contacted: 
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This is not a contest. The only guidelines are: (1) only QSO's with bridge- 
deployed amateur radio licensed volunteers count and (2) QSO's can be repeat- 
ed each night (the contacts that you make on the first night be re-contacted on 
the second, even if it is the same call sign at the bridge).

20 Years Ago, November 2002 

President Marykay Vesco wrote to announce this month’s meeting topic instead 
of the traditional VP heading up that task. Perhaps it was due to the very familiar 
cast and topic for the evening, being the Annual RARA Auction, with Ed Gable 
K2MP and Dick Goslee (sk) K2VCZ as auctioneers along with RARa’s expert 
Audio Engineer Brad Allen (sk) KB2CHY. The Henrietta Fire Hall was the venue 
and an early door opening time of 7:00 p.m. was announced to let people bring 
in items and get a preview before the first gavel drop at 8:00 p.m. The rest of the 
topic, taking up the entire first page, covered rules of the game including the all- 
important 10% seller’s fee that annually was a great benefit to the club’s treas- 
ury. Marykay Vesco continued with her “The Prez Sez” column where she 
thanked last month’s program presenters for their excellent coverage of the JO- 
TA program. She went on to remind local Western NY Amateurs that it is time to 
elect the ARRL WNY Director. This election saw Bernie Fuller N3EFN, incum- 
bent, running against Tony Gargano W2SS. Writing for the familiar, much loved 
and regularly referenced Radio Amateur Callbook, also called the Flying Horse 
Callbook for its familiar cover art, was Margaret Ratajczak, where she an- 
nounced that the most recent paper printed issue, the 75th edition, would be the 
last. High printing costs and an ever increasing demand for a CD-product were 
the causes. The RAC was first printed in 1920. George Platteter (sk) AA2FO, 
published here a complete schedule of RARA Testing Sessions from Sept 2002, 
to May 2003, with most sessions being the fourth Saturday of the month. A com- 
mon voice was seen in this issue with the return of a long term “ham radio re- 
porter at large” in the form of Dwight Hill K2KWK. Dwight, in his usual style of 
making every word count towards communicating needed information on local 
Amateur news, in this issue collected and printed information on how you should 
use local Amateur Radio VHF-UHF FM Bulletin Boards. Such Boards were 
scheduled throughout the week and operated by K2KWK, WA2MYG, RARA via 
phone line, N2HJD and W2SA, reported Dwight. A sudden loss of the familiar 
111 Westfall Road and its many meeting venues, was suddenly imposed upon 
all RARA groups and affiliates, reported RARA Secretary Bill Kasperkoski 
WB2SxXY. Bill did not reveal the cause for the loss of use, but did report that use 
might be approved for a one-time gathering use but only if scheduled through 
Ed Holdsworth (sk) N2EH. Four full pages of this, and three other issues, were 
devoted to one author of a highly technical paper that was reprinted from a Ger- 
man language Ham publication. A complete waste of time, paper and ink, in my 
never to be humble opinion. With regret Mr. A. Prose Walker W4BW, Theron 
Lillie WA2UIG, Orville Potter WB2FPT and Nancy Walter N2POI, were reported 
as silent keys. There were no personal Want Ads in this issue but old and relia- 
ble Glenwood Sales of Hague Street remains glued to the last page location.

Some things never change and it seems that is true with the date of the RARA

the roof of 111 Westfall Road. Reported was the loss of RAR&’s long term volun- 
teer computer service that maintained the membership data base. Long time 
RARA member and volunteer Doug Wilson KA8IGS, was charged with solving 
this pesky problem as with membership levels exceeding 926, these records 
need close attention, said Membership Chmn Irv Goodman AF 2K. Irv also men- 
tioned that this year’s Club directory, with over 2600 listings, is ready for delivery 
or pick up at meetings. Writing for the RRRA was Ed Neubauer N2BXA, who 
told that their next meeting would feature Nelson Nail WA2ZPE, speaking on 
RTTY operating. Continuing on local FM news was Craig Stolze WB2AQQ, tell- 
ing that his repeater is vacating 78/18 and moving to 11/51 with many new fea- 
tures such as an auto-dial phone patch. Dick Goslee (sk) K2VCZ, reported a 
new computer bulletin board, with emphasis on ham radio topics, was now avail- 
able for use and sponsored by the Heathkit Electronic Center where Dick was 
the General Manager.

While official ARES/RACES acti- 
vation could be a possibility, it is more important that we open a spontaneous 
net simply to share information about weather conditions in your immediate ar- 
ea. Don’t wait for someone else to do it. Pick up the microphone and start a net. 
Have each check-in station give you a situational awareness report and emer- 
gency power report. If you don’t have a copy of the directed net protocol, you 
can find one at the WEB address listed above. (Activities/ARES Net/ Net Script/ 
Downloads). We encourage all amateur radio operators to take a free Skywarn 
TM class offered by the National Weather Service. The schedule of classes can
